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TEENAGERS in Bridport 
are celebrating after three 
years hard work came to a 
head with plans for a new 
West Bay Play Area to be 
built next year. 

Young people originally 
worked on designs for the 
play area during the first 
Summentor Mentoring 
Programme researching 
the need for a play area 
and then making 3D mod¬ 
els of what they wanted to 
see. 

An original bid for fund¬ 
ing from the Big Lottery 
was turned down but with 
support from Bridport 
Town Council and the 
Bridport Young Persons’ 


Action Trust (BYPAT) the 
project has been reignited 
and plans have now been 
finalised. 

The young people have 
been heavily involved in 
developing and designing 
the play area and were 
even able to raise a grant 
of over £9,000 from the 
Youth Capital Fund, which 
only young people can 
apply to. 

The group of been led by 
17-year-old Debbie Bird 
an original mentor from 
the first Summentor proj¬ 
ect, she said: “Its good to 
see the plans actually com¬ 
pleted and up now. It 


looked like it wouldn’t be 
completed for ages so it’s 
great to see it actually 
here. 

They have really listened 
to our ideas and got every¬ 
thing we wanted in there 
and even helped us im¬ 
prove it in some ways so 
we are really happy. 

“It’s been really worth all 
the hard work and will be 
ready to use by next year 
so I can’t wait for the 
grand opening.” 

The play area has been 
designed to reflect it’s set¬ 
ting on the Jurassic Coast 
and the area’s history of 
rope making. The design is 


based on a “ship” wrecked 
on the rocks incorporating 
robust climbing structures 
and swings. 

The town council will be 
working with local rope 
and net specialists Huck 
Nets, to build the play 
area, which is to be sited 
between the main West 
Bay Road car park and the 
old railway line. 

Work on the play area 
will start over the winter 
and be open by spring 
2010 .

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DRUM teacher Jack Revy, 20, has accomplished 
quite a lot as a musician since taking up the 
drums at the age of 15. 

He studied A-Level Music, BNC music and A- 
level Music Technology at Yeovil College before 
moving to London where he attended 
Drumtech for a year, passing with distinction. 

Jack sometimes plays with local musician Eli¬ 
jah Wolf and is also known as "The Reverend" a 
name given to him by Bridport based hip-hop 
group "Ways Of The Mouth" who he also per¬ 
forms with. 

Jack has now returned to Beaminster Second¬ 
ary School, which he himself attended, where 
he works as a peripatetic drumming teacher. 
Outside of school hours Jack also offers drum¬ 
ming lessons from his studio in Victoria Grove. 

Jack spent his teenage years in Toller Porco- 
rum but now lives in Bridport after returning 
from his course at Drumtech in London. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Bridport? 

I like the fact that it’s a small community. Everyone 
knows each other and you can just walk into a pub for a 
drink and you know everyone there. 

■ WHAT would you like to change about the 
area? 

I’d like there to be a bigger music industry which pays 
more money. There are some good musicians in the town 
but they are not doing a lot with their talent. I mean, I’m 
not really doing anything with my talent while I’m here, 
I will have to move back to London in order to actually 
play properly. I’d like to see some sort of way to get into 
studios and get paid for it and do proper gigs but you 
can’t do it here because there is just no money for it. 

■ WHAT inspired you to start drumming? 

When I was 151 heard my friend Rory Greening playing 
a really simple rock beat and it just sounded brilliant. I 
thought “I want to be able to do that”, he was trying to 
watch a film but I just kept trying until I finally got it. I 
felt such a sense of achievement that I decided I wanted 
to do this. 

■ WHO are your drumming heroes? 

Steve Gadd, he has played on thousands of songs. People 
post him a song through his website with say £30,000 
and he’ll play drums on it and send it back. He’s played 
with all kinds of people, most you wouldn’t of even 
heard of but thousands of people. He has got a really 
funky Latin style and although he is pushing 60 now he 
is still such an amazing player. A more well known 
drummer would be Travis Barker of Blink 182. He is also 
very good. He has a real sort of funk and swing in his 
groove even though he is playing pop stuff. You don’t 
find many pop players who are actually pretty tasty on 
the drums. 



■ WHO would you compare yourself to as a 
drummer? 

I’m probably closest to a guy called Dave Dicenso who 
is a super player basically. He does everything amazingly. 
You could put him in a classic jazz band, you could put 
him in an orchestra, a heavy rock band he just has this 
amazing energy and passion for drumming. 
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■ WHAT would you say to anyone wanting to 
start drumming? 

Well you can pick up my card in Steptoes and Headful 
and the first lesson is free. Go for it really. You don’t have 
to have a full drum kit when you start off, you can do it 
on a practice pad or a pillow, as long as you have a pair 
of sticks you can practice most stuff. 

■ AS a teacher what can you offer your students? 

Anything they want really. I play jazz, funk, rock, soul, 
heavy metal. They can bring in a CD of something they 
like then I can teach them what’s on the CD, its very sim¬ 
ple and straightforward. I tend not to teach grooves, I tend 
to teach systems and how to make grooves because oth¬ 
erwise there will be just lots of little version of me walk¬ 
ing around. I want people to be able to develop their own 
style. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I’ll probably be in London. Still teaching because I enjoy 
it but hopefully doing studio work and live performances 
as well. Hopefully the stuff with Elijah Wolf will take off. 
He is a full time musician and he is doing very well out 
of it so that could really get somewhere. There are loads 
of little avenues I am exploring at the moment so you 
never know. 

■ WHAT would be your three desert island discs? 

I’d have a Groove Armada album, they have some great 
grooves and some really good bass lines which I love. I’d 
have something by Queens of the Stone Age because I 
have always loved them and probably a Shy FX album 
because I’m also quite into drum and bass. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

Gandhi, because I’d love to have an in depth conversation 
with him. Michael Jackson because he was a musical ge¬ 
nius who was cut down in his prime and Stevie Wonder 
because he was a great musician and a very good drum¬ 
mer. I’d probably just have a jam with all of them. I’d 
love to see Gandhi on the ukulele.

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A NATIONAL independ¬ 
ent survey has given 
Dorset County Hospital its 
second-to-bottom rating 
for safety. 

The Dr Foster Hospital 
Guide gave the Dorchester 
hospital a rating of two out 
of a possible top figure of 
five . 

It also said the hospital, 
which expects to be more 
than £7million over its 
budget next year, had a pa¬ 
tient death rate that was 
above the national aver¬ 
age. 

But the hospital hit back, 
saying the survey was 
“misleading”.

Medical Director for 
Quality Dr Mark Hitch¬ 
cock said: “Dr Foster’s 
scoring system is complex 
and based upon a mixture 
of 13 indicators relating to 
different aspects of patient 
safety. 

“It is very difficult to see 
how they have been calcu¬ 
lated and the score attrib¬ 
uted to Dorset County 
Hospital does not relate to 
all the other indicators of 
quality which we and inde¬ 
pendent regulators, such as 
the Care Quality Commis¬ 


sion, use to assess patient 
care. 

“Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal’s overall standardised 
mortality ratio (ie. how 
many patients die in hospi¬ 
tal set against how many 
would be expected to die) 
is lower than the national 
average and is continuing 
to fall, despite misleading 
reports to the contrary.” 

The hospital also issued 
a statement denying that 
some of its cancer facili¬ 
ties including its breast 
cancer service were being 


moved to Poole hospital. 

Medical Director for Per¬ 
formance Dr Nick Hate- 
boer said: “The breast 
cancer service is highly re¬ 
garded and we want it to 
remain at Dorset County 
Hospital. 

“We have recently taken 
short-term steps to ensure 
the service continues, and 
are looking at how we can 
best secure the long-term 
future of this very impor¬ 
tant service.” 

Dr Hateboer added that 
the chemotherapy unit was 
not under review and 
would remain at DCH. 


Battle over payphones 


PARISH councils across Wesr 
Dorset are being asked for their 
views on BT’s plans to remove 
phones from 72 red boxes in the dis¬ 
trict - and let the council’s ‘adopt’ 
them for £1. 

West Dorset District Council has 
opposed the original plans to remove 
tthe payphones in areas with poor 
mobile phone coverage as this could 
put lives at risk in an emergency. 
Most parish councils that responded 


said that they wanted the payphones 
kept. 

The district council has now lodged 
its initial draft decision which retains 
its objection to the payphones being 
removed. A final round of consulta¬ 
tion has been launched which will 
contribute to the district council’s 
final decision. 

West Dorset District Council 
Leader Robert Gould said: “The dis¬ 
trict council is once again asking 


parish and town council’s affected by 
BT’s proposal’s to make sure they 
give their views. 

“If a parish and town council af¬ 
fected by the plans does not respond, 
then the district council will keep its 
objection to the removal of the phone 
equipment from the local phone box 
in that area.”

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Tunnel's first facelift in 40 years

THE reopening was a lot 
more sober than the 
pageantry that accompa¬ 
nied the original opening 
of Horn Hill Tunnel, but it 
was none the less as much 
appreciated by the people 
of Beaminster and the 
drivers that regularly use 
the road that links West 
Dorset with South Somer¬ 
set. 

Beaminster Tunnel as it 
is more commonly known 
reopened last Saturday 
having been closed for five 
weeks to enable the first 
major maintenance and re¬ 
furbishment to be carried 
out in over 40 years. 

Over 9000 people as¬ 
sembled in Beaminster 
Square to observe the 
opening of the tunnel on 
June 29 th 1832, and with 
three bands to accompany 
them they marched 
through the tunnel to 
Whettley Cross at Moster- 
ton where the new road re¬ 
joined the old, before 
turning around and march¬ 
ing back again. 

Such was the excitement 
and gratitude of the people 
that they celebrated in the 
hostelries and William 
Gardner even composed a 
song in dedication of Giles 
Russell who was the main 
instigator of the project, 
which R Waygood Sen 
sang that night at the main 


dinner in the White Hart 
Inn. 

This time there were 
only the members of the 
Beaminster Town Council 
who were given a tour of 
inspection of the tunnel by 
Mark Edmonds and Karl 
Breddy, the two charge- 
hands responsible for 
overseeing the work on be¬ 
half of Dorset Works Or¬ 
ganisation. 

A number of features 
have been installed includ¬ 
ing what is believed to be 
the first lighting system of 
its kind in the country, if 
not the world. 

The lights are controlled 
by a camera situated on a 
pole on the south side of 
the tunnel which react de¬ 
pendent on the amount of 
daylight so as to give a 
constant light and not 
cause glare to the motorist. 
At night six LED lights 
take over to ensure a softer 
mellower glow all of 
which are supported to¬ 
gether with the cabling, 
from a new gantry the 
length of the tunnel. 

The electrics to operate 
the lights now run along 
ducting on the inside of the 
tunnel to a new control 
panel built on the south ap¬ 
proach, rather than via 
overhead lines to a control 


box on the face of the 
south entrance. 

New drainage channels 
have been installed along 
each side of the tunnel 
which have been painted 
with reflective paint, and 
the road resurfaced. 

Whilst there was no 
structural damage to the 
bricks or Ham stone fac¬ 
ings, the rendering had be¬ 
come loose in three or four 
places causing it to bulge. 
This was addressed by the 
use of 700 bolts to pin the 
render to the structure 
along the whole length of 
the tunnel. 

Some tidying of the 
banks of the south ap¬ 
proach had been done with 
the inclusion of stone rein¬ 
forcing cages, one of 
which supports the light¬ 
ing control shed. 

A simple stone painted 
black with a white cross 
has been uncovered 
around 100 metres from 
the south entrance. This 
marks the spot where the 
only fatality in the con¬ 
struction occurred, when a 
William Aplin was killed 
when his horse and cart 
were struck by a quantity 
of earth that gave way on 
the bank. 

Tradition in Beaminster 
has it that any painter who 


passes the spot should stop 
and repaint the cross if it 
has faded. 

It was in 1968 that the 
tunnel, that took just over 
two years to construct 
using around 200 work¬ 
men, was last updated and 
maintained, and it was the 
sheer persistence of the 
town council, and in par¬ 
ticular Doug Beazer the 
chairman at the time, that 
persuaded the county to 
bring the tunnel up to stan¬ 
dard. 

Whilst the council didn’t 
retire to the hostelries after 
the tour to continue their 
celebrations as they did in 
1832, they left with a smile 
of satisfaction at a job well 
done.

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Book of reminiscence 
and remembrance 


ROBERT Golden’s 
‘Home, an exhibition of 
photographs’, is a book 
which deals mainly with 
the period 1970 to 1980, 
turbulent years in which 
the political and social 
map was irrevocably 
changed. 

It is a book of reminis¬ 


cence and remembrance 
and a paean to the worthi¬ 
ness of labour and working 
people. 

His review of the dying 
embers of socialism is en¬ 
tirely pessimistic, as of 
course it would have to be, 
viewed in hindsight. It is 
also a considered and con¬ 


siderable counsel of de¬ 
spair. 

But running parallel to 
this is his belief that the 
human spirit, when con¬ 
fronted by the dire conse¬ 
quences of capitalist greed, 
proves indomitable. Yet it 
is precisely the dystopian 
view that pervades 


throughout that is this 
book’s rallying cry and 
which makes it a compul¬ 
sive commentary. The 
brevity of his pithy writing 
is not at the expense of 
content and profundity, 
and the clear strong layout 
allows his political and so¬ 
cial comments to sit com¬ 


fortably alongside his per¬ 
sonal musings which run 
parallel to those he cap¬ 
tures on camera. He offers 
us no safe haven, no com¬ 
fort zone, and one sees 
clearly that the political 
and social haemorrhaging 
from the twentieth into the 
twenty first century shows 
no signs of abating. 

The unremitting attack 
by the political establish¬ 
ment on working people 
was resisted with fortitude 
and passion, which Robert 
Golden’s imagery captures 
with an unsentimental yet 
darkly vivid chiaroscuro. 

His image of a rail line 
worker swinging the 
sledge references both the 
heroism of post-revolu¬ 
tionary Russian photogra¬ 
phy, and the paintings of 
Millet, much of whose 
work dealt with the 
poverty stricken peasants 
living in rural France in the 
nineteenth century. 

The first image in the 
book, ‘moments after 
birth’, is both tender and 
optimistic. Golden’s later 
colour photographs (screen 
grabs from a series of doc¬ 
umentaries, Savouring Eu¬ 
rope) about food and food 
producers shot between 
2002 and 2004 are a cele¬ 
bration of the varied food 
cultures of Europe. How¬ 
ever, one cannot help feel¬ 
ing they are also a beautiful 
swansong for a vanishing 
way of life, as he so elo¬ 
quently describes -‘ Tradi¬ 
tions are swept away as the 
social fabric of villages 
and rural communities 
breaks down - in the end 
farms and villages are 
abandoned, market towns 
dwindle and the land is 
over-taken by trans-na¬ 
tional corporations and 
turned into vast mono-crop 
estates employing impov¬ 
erished people at below 
subsistence wages’ 

The wonderfully ironic 
title offers a false sense of 
security as the book pro¬ 
ceeds to map the disinte¬ 
gration of what many of us

regard as ‘home’. His om¬ 
nipresent plea for beauty 
‘in a century where so 
much ugliness had been 
born ’ suggests a glimmer 
of hope and supports the 
notion of the inherent 
goodness he constantly 
finds in the ordinary peo¬ 
ple he meets throughout 
this book. There’s a perva¬ 
sive sense of anger in 
Golden’s writing which 
underpins his commitment 
to exposing the cruel indif¬ 
ference of those in posi¬ 
tions of power to social 
injustice, that has pro¬ 
duced this canon of photo¬ 
graphs. 

He tells us that Bruce 
Davidson “ showed me 
how the photo-essay as a 
presentation of others lives 
and of one’s own concerns 
and obsessions was so¬ 
cially valuable. But he 
also made me question the 


photojournalist as a visitor 
to others’ lives. Are we 
emotional, aesthetic 
tourists?’’ It seems to me 
that Golden is both, as well 
perhaps as being what the 
photographer Edwin Smith 
described as ‘ co-operating 
with the inevitable’. 

At one point Golden says 
“7 dream of Utopias. I 
know they are dreams but 
I dream of order out of 
chaos...” I was reminded 
of something John Berger, 
whom he references in his 
foreward, said in his note 
to the reader in ‘A Seventh 
Man’ “This book concerns 
a dream/nightmare. By 
what right can we call the 
lived experience of others 
a dream/nightmare? Not 
because the facts are so 
oppressive that they can 
weakly be termed night¬ 
marish; nor because hopes 
can weakly be termed 


dreams. ” 

Finally Golden seems to 
demonstrate that the 
human spirit through its 
struggle for fairness, 
equality and dignity, will 
eventually assume its 
rightful place at the centre 
of our shared humanity. 

These moving photo¬ 
graphs and writings make 
this a valuable reference 
book which is of historical 
importance in recording 
the turmoil of the seventies 
and eighties, as well as an 
ongoing polemic for our 
times. I would make a 
plea that this document be 
on the shelves in libraries, 
educational establish¬ 
ments, and of course one’s 
own home.

GROVES Nurseries in 
Bridport and Little Groves 
in Beaminster will be help¬ 
ing to hopefully break the 
Guinness World Record 
for the most trees planted 
in an hour this Saturday 
and are looking for the 
public’s support. 

The family businesses 
have been chosen as the 
official local distribution 
point for trees so that the 
people of West Dorset can 
take part in the BBC Tree 
O’clock World record at¬ 
tempt. 

The campaign featured 
on the BBC’s Autumn 
Watch programme aims to 
plant a million native 
species of trees or hedges 
across the country between 
1 lam and noon this Satur¬ 
day (December 5 th ). 

Part of National Tree 
Week, this is an amazing 
one-off event bringing to¬ 
gether BBC Breathing 
Places, colleges, schools, 
charities, individuals and a 
host of groups, including 
The Wildlife Trusts and 
the Woodland Trust, from 
across the UK in an at¬ 
tempt to break the Guin¬ 
ness World Record for the 
most trees planted in one 
hour. 

To get the world record 
attempt off to a flying 
start, Groves has taken de¬ 
livery of 72 native saplings 
from the BBC that they are 
able to give away free of 


charge. 

Charlie Groves, Manager 
of Groves Nurseries said: 
“We are pleased to be of¬ 
fering these free of charge 
trees to local people. Un¬ 
fortunately we have only 
received 72 trees so we 
have to regulate the way 
we give them out on a first 
come first serve basis. 
There has been a lot of in¬ 
terest in it so far but we 
still have plenty to give 
away. The BBC wants as 
many people as possible to 
have access to these trees 
so we have limited the 
amount we can give away 
to one per household. 

“You don’t have to use 


one of the free trees to take 
part in the world record at¬ 
tempt, so we have our own 
additional stocks on 
standby and they will be 
available to purchase at 
discounted prices, starting 
at just 80p. The only con¬ 
ditions to qualify for the 
world record are that it is a 
tree native to Britain, and 
that it is planted between 
11am and noon on Satur¬ 
day.” 

On collection of your 
tree you will be given in¬ 
formation about how to 
plant the tree correctly and 
how to make sure that your 
tree qualifies for the world 
record. The tree will have 


to be planted in front of a 
digital camera with the 
time and date stamped on 
it to prove when the tree 
was planted, then up¬ 
loaded to the BBC web¬ 
site. 

Locals who do not have 
internet access will be able 
to bring their digital cam¬ 
eras into Groves Nurseries 
and they will happily e- 
mail your photos off to the 
BBC for you.

The lily is all in white, like a saint, 

And so is no mate for me - 
And the daisy’s cheek is tipped with blush, 

She is of such low degree; 

Jasmine is sweet, and has many loves, 

And the broom’s betrothed to the bee; - 
But I will plight with the dainty rose, 

For fairest of all is she. 


The Rhodora 

In May, when sea-winds pierced our solitudes, 

I found the fresh Rhodora in the woods, 
Spreading its leafless blooms in a damp nook, 

To please the desert and the sluggish brook.

Man seems the unstable thing, 

Fevered and hurrying. 

So free of joy, so prodigal of tears, 

Yet he can hold his fevers seventy years, 
Out-wear sun, rain and frost, 

By which you are soon lost. 


THE American poet and writer, Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
who was a contemporary of Hood’s, wrote this verse 
about the Rhodora. The Rhodora, which is found in 
Canada and New England, is a genus closely related to 
the rhododendron, having delicate pink flowers.

Bringing offenders to justice in Dorset 


DORSET Police has been 
praised by the Home Sec¬ 
retary for its ‘Behind Bars’ 
campaign which puts de¬ 
tails of jailed local crimi¬ 
nals on a website. 

It is designed to increase 
and improve information 
to the public as well as 
trust and confidence in the 
criminal justice system. 

The accolade from Alan 
Johnson comes as the 
Government’s Ministry of 
Justice prepares to issue 
new guidance to police 
forces and local councils 
in England - asking them 
to improve the way they 
use their websites to pub¬ 
licise major criminal con¬ 
victions. 

Started in January 2009, 
‘Behind Bars - Bringing 
offenders to justice in 
Dorset’ is a joint initiative 
between Dorset Police and

the county’s Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service, (CPS) 
aimed at improving com¬ 
munication with the pub¬ 
lic. 

Criminal custodial sen¬ 
tences of six months or 
more issued by Crown 
Courts are featured on a 
specially branded portion 
of Dorset Police’s website 
for one month - and in¬ 
clude a custody picture of 
the convicted offender 
branded with a ‘Behind 
Bars’ logo. 

Since it started, the ‘Be¬ 
hind Bars’ section of the 
Dorset Police website - 
which only features con¬ 
victed adults - has re¬ 
ceived 23,930 unique 
visitors with that number 
growing all the time. 

The initiative encom¬ 


passes the important issues 
of public safety and the 
public interest as we are 
being told that society 
wants to hear and see 
what’s happening to indi¬ 
viduals passing through 
the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem. 

The service is also in¬ 
tended to act as a deterrent 
to would-be offenders and 
therefore prevent crime. 

Dorset Police Deputy 
Chief Constable, Chris 
Lee, said: “The ‘Behind 
Bars’ campaign is part of 
our continuing work to im¬ 
prove still further, public 
confidence in the criminal 
justice system by increas¬ 
ing the amount of informa¬ 
tion given to the public. 

“Dorset Police continues 
to be the best performing 


force in England and 
Wales for public confi¬ 
dence and the considera¬ 
tions throughout the 
creation and development 
of ‘Behind Bars’ have 
been legality, human 
rights, proportionality, jus¬ 
tification and legitimacy. 

“The people of Dorset 
have a right to be informed 
about custodial sentences 
issued by the Crown 
Courts covering the county 
and see exactly who has 
been sent behind bars for 
criminal offences that not 
only affect individuals but 
communities as well. 

“’Behind Bars’ has been 
designed as a piece of citi¬ 
zen-focused communica¬ 
tion and fits in with the 
Government’s Policing 
Pledge which refers to the 
public being informed 
about those people brought 
to justice through the crim- 


Magna backs carbon-free 
homes in county by 2016 


MAGNA is backing plans for all 
homes in Dorset to be carbon free 
from 2016. 

Housing Minister John Healey 
has announced that the UK will be 
the first country in the world to re¬ 
quire this as a matter of law. 

All new homes will have to have 
better insulated walls, windows, 
ceilings and floors to meet pro¬ 
posed new energy efficiency stan¬ 
dards. Offices, shops, hotels and 
warehouses will also need to be 
built differently. 

As a result Mr Healey has 
launched a consultation to gather 
evidence on how the zero carbon 
standards could be applied to non¬ 
domestic buildings from 2019. 

Magna, which owns and man¬ 
ages more than 9,000 properties 
across the West Country, builds 
new homes for rent and shared 
ownership through its development 
arm, Charter South West Limited.

He added: “But once new builds 
achieve Level 6, the reliance being 
placed on utilities and their associ¬ 
ated costs will be less which will 
assist our customers because, 
house prices will be slightly 
cheaper.” 

Mr Healey pledged an extra £3.2 
million to boost long-term research 
into how we design and build en¬ 


ergy efficient homes. The research 
will use new technologies and ma¬ 
terials to provide valuable evi¬ 
dence for future standards and how 
to drive down energy bills. 

He also announced that a new 
government consortium will use 
their combined green buying 
power of potentially over £10bil- 
lion to boost green skills and tech¬ 
nology, while also driving down 
costs. 

He added: “The nation must step 
up the UK drive on climate change 
and the new standards signal real 
momentum to change and radically 
re-think how we design our towns 
and homes for the future. 

“One in three homes in 2050 will 
be built between now and then, so 
the new standards are necessary in 
order for the country to meet low 
carbon targets.”

Award winning chef MARK HIX writes for the View 

Ideal salad for any 
leftover oxtail 



OXTAIL SALAD 

(serves 4-6) 

BRAISED oxtail may not 
be the obvious choice for 
a salad but I’ve often 
made this when I have 
left over braised oxtail 


from a dinner. 

It can be served in 
summer or winter you 
just need to change your 
vegetables according to 
the season. 

For the braised oxtail 


Lkg oxtail, cut into 2- 
3cm thick pieces and 
trimmed of any excess 
fat 

1 onion, peeled and 
finely chopped 

2 garlic cloves, peeled 
and crushed 


1 teaspoon thyme 
leaves 

60g butter, plus more 
for the carrots 
50g flour, plus a little 
extra for dusting 

2 teaspoons tomato 
puree 

100ml wine 

2 litres beef stock or a 
couple of good quality 
stock cubes, dissolved 
in 2 litres hot water 
salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

For the salad 

A handful of small 
salad and herb leaves 
1 carrot, peeled and 
finely shredded into 
matchstick like strips 
1 turnip, finely shred¬ 
ded into matchstick 
like strips 

For the dressing 
1 tablespoon cider vine¬ 
gar 

Teaspoon English mus¬ 
tard 

3 tablespoons extra vir¬ 


gin rapeseed oil 

First braise the oxtail: 
Preheat the oven to 
220 Q C/gas 7. Season the 
pieces of oxtail and 
lightly dust them with 
flour. 

Roast in the oven for 30 
minutes, turning them 
half way through to 
make sure they're nicely 
coloured on both sides. 

Meanwhile heat the 
60g butter in sauce pan 
and gently cook the 
onion, garlic and thyme 
for 3-4 minutes until 
soft, stirring every so 
often. Add the flour and 
tomato puree and stir 
well. 

Gradually add in the 
wine and stock, stirring 
well to avoid lumps 
forming, and bring to 
the boil. 

Add the pieces of oxtail 
then simmer gently on a 
low heat for about 2 
hours (you could use a 
pressure cooker for this, 
it would cook in half the 


time) Check the pieces of 
oxtail. The meat should 
be tender and easily re¬ 
moved from the bone; if 
not, replace the lid and 
cook for another 15 min¬ 
utes or so. 

Drain the oxtail in a 
colander over a bowl to 
reserve the sauce. 

When the oxtail is cool 
enough to handle re¬ 
move the pieces of meat 
from the bone and place 
in a saucepan with a lit¬ 
tle of the sauce. 

Make the dressing by 
whisking all of the ingre¬ 
dients together and sea¬ 
soning. 

Toss the salad leaves, 
carrots and turnip with 
the dressing and arrange 
in the centre of the serv¬ 
ing plates. Reheat the ox¬ 
tail a little and spoon 
piles around the salad 
with a small amount of 
sauce just coating the 
meat then spoon a little 
more dressing over the 
oxtail.

Taking the right path in life 


M ost people will 
probably know 
Mike Denham as 
the pianist with the very 
popular Sunset Cafe Stam¬ 
pers jazz band who re¬ 
cently celebrated their 
20th anniversary. 

Mike’s brother is the 
Right Honourable John 
Denham, MP for 
Southampton and cur¬ 
rently Secretary of State 
for Communities and 
Local Government in Gor¬ 
don Brown’s cabinet. 

Mike admires John’s de¬ 
termination to follow his 
political career, which has 
resulted in his brother 
reaching the pinnacle in 
politics, but it was not the 
road Mike chose to follow. 

He cites the poem “The 
Road Not Travelled” by 
American poet Robert 
Frost as being a big influ¬ 
ence in his life. 

He said: “The poem is 
about someone who comes 
to a fork in a forest track 
and must choose between 
two equally intriguing 
paths. He knows there 
won’t be time in life to 
come back and try the 
other one. 

“I’ve always wanted to 
explore as many paths as 
possible. I have four 


strands of interest in my 
life and I wanted to de¬ 
velop those to the best of 
my ability - whilst still liv¬ 
ing in one of the best parts 
of the country - Dorset. 
Having travelled a good 
part of the way through 
my personal forest by now, 
I’m hopeful I’ve chosen 
the right paths.” 

Mike was born in 
Seaton, Devon but moved 
to Uplyme when he was 
about six-years-old when 
his father Ted was ap¬ 
pointed headmaster at Mrs 
Ethelston’s Primary 
School, together with his 
mum Beryl and John. 

“It was fantastic for 
John and I to roam the vil¬ 
lage as young boys where 
we used to explore the 
river, play cricket and get 
up to a host of other 
things,” he said. “In those 
days the worst thing our 
parents had to worry about 
was us falling into a pool 
or something. 

“Everybody you met in 
the village would speak to 
you, and I found it strange 
when I went to university 
in ‘the big city’ of Exeter 
where only friends from 
uni would acknowledge 
you. I think we really ben- 
efitted from living in Up-

and how he has no regrets 


lyme. It was a brilliant 
place to grow up in.” 

Mike’s father was an in¬ 
fluence in two of the 
strands of his life, which 
became so important to 
him - cricket and music. 

He said: “Dad was a very 
good musician who played 
the violin and guitar, and 
around the age of eight en¬ 
couraged me to take up the 
piano, partly I think be¬ 
cause he needed an accom¬ 
panist. Mr Saunders from 
Yawl was my tutor and I 
found I had an aptitude for 
it. 

“Being a Yorkshireman, 
dad was also very keen on 
cricket and taught me to 
play.” 

Ted was a very accom¬ 
plished batsman and, hav¬ 
ing played at Seaton, 
joined Uplyme and Lyme 
Regis Cricket Club when 
he moved to the village. 

Said Mike: “I don’t think 
I would have become in¬ 
volved had it not been for 
dad’s encouragement. I’m 
also extremely grateful to

Brian Newbery who gave 
me the opportunity at 
schoolboy level and I had 
the honour of playing for 
both Dorset as I went to 
Lyme Regis Grammar 
School; and Devon be¬ 
cause I lived in the 
county.” 

At school Mike’s musi¬ 
cal talents also blossomed 
and music teacher Brian 
Manners was very encour¬ 
aging. 

It was another teacher 
who inspired Mike to be¬ 
come involved in his third 
interest. Chemistry teacher 
Ian McConachie had pre¬ 
viously worked in industry 
as a chemical engineer and 
his enthusiasm and skill in 
the laboratory made a big 
impression with Mike. 

After leaving school he 
went to Exeter University 
to study chemical engi¬ 
neering, and having earned 
his degree, then spent an¬ 
other three years success¬ 
fully gaining his doctorate 
(PhD). 

Whilst there, he contin¬ 
ued with his cricket and 
music. 

The highlight playing for 
the university cricket team 
was to play at Trent Bridge 
against Loughborough in 
the final of the British Uni¬ 
versities Trophy, which 
they lost. 

As wicket keeper/bats¬ 
man, he was succeeded in 
the team by Paul Downton, 
who went on to play for 
England. 

Musically he met a stu¬ 
dent who played with the 
Teign Valley Stampers, an 
up and coming jazz band 
that eventually turned pro¬ 
fessional, and used to play 
with them on many occa¬ 
sions. 

“They played trad and 
ragtime and I liked the fact 
that you need to be disci¬ 
plined when playing jazz,” 
he said. “But at the same 
time have the opportunity 
to be individual in solo in¬ 
terludes.” 

It was also at university 
that he met his wife Julia, 
a fellow student, and they 
married before he finished 
his doctorate. 

On qualifying he took a 
research job with British 
Gas in Solihull near Julia’s 
home town of Birming¬ 
ham, before moving to a 
Leicester company who 
designed nuclear power 
stations. 

Here he continued his 
musical career by joining 
the famous Eric Dolby 
Jazzmen. This band would 
often invite guest stars to 
join them, and as a result 
Mike ended up playing 
with among others 
Humphrey Lyttleton and 
Ken Colyer. 

Mike however yearned 


to return to Dorset and after 
four years took a job as a 
researcher at the nuclear 
power centre at Winfrith. 

He recalled: “I had a lot 
of responsibility and I trav¬ 
elled around Europe and to 
the USA on a variety of in¬ 
teresting projects.” 

Mike’s expertise was put 
to good use on the design¬ 
ing of the pressurised water 
reactor at Sizewell in the 
mid 80s. His team success¬ 
fully demonstrated that if 
the nuclear reactor lost all 
its cooling water it would 
not cause a meltdown or 
pose any serious threat to 
the public, an important as¬ 
pect in the government is¬ 
suing the site a license. 

By now the fourth strand 
of Mike’s life was complete 
with the birth of his two 
sons; Andrew, a carpenter 
who now lives in mid- 
Wales with his two chil¬ 
dren, and Matthew who 
works in IT in Bristol. 

Back in Dorset Mike re¬ 
turned to playing cricket for 
Uplyme and he captained 
the side for a number of 
years. 

“It was handy for us as 
we were able to visit my 
parents whilst I was also 
able to play cricket,” he 
said. “It was great fun and 
there was wonderful cama¬ 
raderie among the team. I 
also had the satisfaction of 
being able to contribute my 
project management skills 
to the team that built the 
new pavilion at the ground, 
inspired by Dennis Apple- 
bee who was a great ser¬ 
vant of the cricket club. 

A great highlight of 
Mike’s cricket career was 
appearing for the club at 
Lords, the home of cricket, 
in September 1986 to cele¬ 
brate their centenary year 
where they played Cross 
Arrows, a team which in¬ 
cluded county players and 
which was captained by 
John Stephenson, who be¬ 
came secretary of the MCC 
and the International 
Cricket Council. 

Mike’s day was crowned 
by scoring a century on the 
hallowed turf. 

“It was a fabulous day out 
for the club and a coach full 
of supporters; which for me 
was topped off by scoring 
the century,” he said. 

In a quest to play the best 
cricket he could, Mike fin¬ 
ished his career at Wey¬ 
mouth where he played 
Dorset Premier league 
cricket for several years. 

“The standard was higher 
but the teas were not so 
good,” he confessed. 

In the late 80s Mike en¬ 
countered a trumpet player 
he had played with in the 
Midlands, Alan Potton. 

They formed the Sunset 
Cafe Stampers and soon se¬ 
cured a regular booking 
from Ray Buzza at the Bull 
Hotel in Bridport where 
they played for 15 years 
until new owners bought 
the business. 

Such was the growing 



success of his musical 
work, both solo and with 
bands, Mike found it dif¬ 
ficult to fit it around his 
full-time job at Winfrith 
and with the decline of 
nuclear power at that 
time due to cheap North 
Sea Gas he accepted re¬ 
dundancy in 1999. 

Whilst the switch from 
nuclear power to gas re¬ 
sulted in Mike leaving 
the industry he knew, it 
was in fact a blessing in 
disguise and opened an¬ 
other door for him. 

Using his experience 
from Winfrith, he set up 
a consultancy business to 
help North Sea oil and 
gas producers decide 
which wells they should 
drill and what type of 
production platforms to 
build for each field, 
which he ran for eight 
years. 

Said Mike: “My back¬ 
ground in decision-mak¬ 
ing on big investments 
and running engineering 
projects in my previous 
job was of great benefit, 
and I found the work fas¬ 
cinating and very stimu¬ 
lating. 

“With the growth of e- 
mail I was able to work 
from home a lot and just 
travel to Aberdeen for 
meetings which suited 
me fine, and gave me the 
time and opportunity to 
fit in concerts at places 
like London’s Purcell 
Room and jazz festivals 
all over the UK.” 

More attractive gig of¬ 
fers came in and Mike 
decided to concentrate 
on his music. 

The Sunset Cafe Stam¬ 
pers celebrated their 20th 
anniversary this year and 
continue to be extremely 
popular working exten¬ 
sively all over Dorset 
and Somerset, including 
a regular gig at Winyards 
Gap, Chedington where 
you can see them on the 
second Monday of every 
month. 

Mike is pleased to see 
that despite New Orleans 


jazz being seen as an 
older person’s music in 
this area, there are plenty 
of young musicians fol¬ 
lowing on, doing things 
their way. 

“There are some very 
good young musicians 
and bands playing New 
Orleans jazz, ragtime 
and boogie, particularly 
in London,” said Mike, 
known in the band as 
“The Professor” an hon¬ 
orary title given to pi¬ 
anists in the red light 
district of New Orleans. 

Although his father Ted 
died a few years ago, 
mum Beryl still lives in 
Uplyme and is well 
known in the area. 

“Mum looked after us 
at home until we grew up 
and then blossomed 
through her involvement 
in the community,” said 
Mike. “She is very com¬ 
munity spirited and be¬ 
sides being current Chair 
of Uplyme Parish Coun¬ 
cil, she has captained 
Lyme Regis Golf Club 
and is actively involved 
in the Royal British Le¬ 
gion, and the Horticul¬ 
tural Society.” 

Looking back on his 
life so far, Mike recalls 
the words of Robert 
Frost: 

“I shall be telling this 
with a sigh 

Somewhere ages and 
ages hence: 

Two roads diverged in 
a wood, and I— 

I took the one less trav¬ 
elled by, 

And that has made all 
the difference.” 

Mike often wonders - 
as in the Frost poem - 
what would have hap¬ 
pened if he’d chosen an¬ 
other path, but says: 
“I’ve been lucky to have 
been given several tal¬ 
ents, and I’m glad I’ve 
been able to use each 
one. I might not have 
reached the top in any 
field, but I wouldn’t have 
wanted it any other 
way.”

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Volkswagen Polo is Car of The Year 2010 


THE new VW Polo has scored a narrow triumph in the 
2010 Car of the Year Award, beating six other finalists. 
The result, announced today, show that the Polo 
scored 347 points against 337 for Toyota's new city 
car, the iQ. The pair were well ahead of the next-best 
runner, the Opel/Vauxhall Astra with 221 points, 
while the other finalists were the Skoda Yeti (158), the 
Mercedes-Benz E-Class (155), the Peugeot 3008 (144) 
and the Citroen C3 Picasso (113). 

Announcing the result, Autocar's Steve Cropley, who is 
one of six UK based jurors, and one of 59 car experts from 
23 European countries who decide the award, revealed 
that the Polo was chosen as the winning car by 25 jurors, 
while the iQ was chosen by 20 jurors. The competition 
was neck-and-neck throughout the counting, with the 
Polo's win confirmed only as the last vote was counted. 

"This year's results show that the body of COTY jurors 
firmly believes that small, economical cars were the best 



of this year's crop," says Cropley. "The Polo is a very com¬ 
plete, very refined car which delivers all the consistent 
qualities VW has become so well known for. However, 
given its unusual layout, controversial looks and pre¬ 
mium price, the iQ did amazingly well, and it was nice to 
see good support for the Astra, whose maker, GM Europe, 
was victorious this year with the Insignia executive car. 
The E-Class Mercedes, considered by many to be the 


maker's best saloon model for years, was also well sup¬ 
ported." 

The COTY jury is made up of 59 senior motoring jour¬ 
nalists from 23 countries. Their objective is to choose the 
most outstanding new car to go on sale in the past 12 
months. Jurors vote twice: first to select a short-list of 
seven from the new cars launched in Europe, then again 
to choose the winner. 


Autocar is one of seven leading publications from 
around Europe which organise the COTY contest. Each 
publication takes it in turn to organise the vote, publicise 
and promote the contest and hold the prize-giving cere¬ 
mony. 

The jury is completely independent of the Organising 
Committee in matters connected with the award itself, 
the selection of eligible cars and the voting.

Mark O'Neill, 50, son of former Australian Test 
batsman Norman O'Neill, is the county's new 
batting coach. 


TAE-KWON DO: 
COOK BACKS 
NEW RULES 

BRITISH taekwondo star Aaron Cook 
says a raft of changes to the sport’s 
rules will help boost its popularity. 

The World Taekwondo Federation 
has introduced a new points system, 
video replays and electronic body pro¬ 
tectors in a bid to improve scoring. 

“It’s a good change,” 17-year-old 
Dorchester-born Cook told BBC 
Radio 5 live. 

“Because there are more points 
you’re going to see more knock-outs; 
it’s a lot better to watch and it’s going 
to be more entertaining for the public.” 

Changes to the scoring involve 
awarding three points for a shot to the 
head, which as a result becomes a key 
move. 

Cook, a former Thomas Hardye 
School pupil, was the victim of a con¬ 
troversial scoring decision under the 
old system at last year’s Beijing 
Games. 

In a contest for the bronze medal, he 
appeared to land a number of body 
blows to China’s Zhu Guo without any 
being scored, eventually losing out and 
dropping to fourth place. 

However, memories of Beijing are 
fast receding after Cook defeated 
Olympic legend Steven Lopez at the 
inaugural World Taekwondo Tour 
event in Mexico City earlier this 
month. 

The county town teenager landed a 


sensational double blow to the head to 
claim a prize of almost £18,000, the 
largest the sport has ever offered. 

“Managing to knock him out was 
amazing,” said Cook. “It’s a big part 
in taekwondo, kicking to the head. 
Taekwondo has never really been a big 
sport but it’s starting to get a lot bigger 
and prize money is starting to come 
in.” 

Gary Hall, the British performance 
director, said athletes could chase “a 
greater reward for greater risk” under 
the new rules, which could also benefit 
competitors in other martial arts look¬ 
ing to change sport. 

“Players from other forms of taek¬ 
wondo and kickboxing who can easily 
kick to the head could convert over 
quite quickly, and could be looking at 
a 2012 podium place,” said Hall. 

“Current athletes are having to go 
through a major change two years out 
from an Olympic Games, but within 
every change there’s an opportunity. 

“We’ve launched a talent pro¬ 
gramme because it opens the game up 
for martial artists that can readily kick 
to the head and the body. 

“It gives an opportunity for some¬ 
body else to come in, and we can con¬ 
vert some talent.” 

On the back of his lucrative victory 
in Mexico, Cook believes a place on 
the London 2012 podium is well 
within his capability. 

“After Beijing my sights were set on 
2012,” he said. “There are a lot of 
things I want to accomplish before 
2012 and knocking out Lopez was one 
of them, so I’m on course.”

"He has no ego, is extremely organised, effi¬ 
cient and gets things done. 

"Unlike many modern coaches who like the 
sound of their own voice, believe everything 
they say is correct and want to be the star of 
the show, Richard sits back, listens and works 
quietly with a player. I believe he has the po¬ 
tential to become an excellent coach." 


♦ COOK has described his defeat of 
former Olympic taekwondo champion 
Steven Lopez last week as the greatest 
victory of his career. 

He knocked out American Lopez in 
the final to win the -80kg gold at the 
inaugural World Taekwondo Tour 
event in Mexico City. His £17,880 
prize is the largest ever won by a 
British taekwondo competitor. 

“To beat the world champion makes 
it the greatest win in my career so far. 
It is amazing to take gold,” said Cook. 

“I knew that an opponent with his 
experience was always going to be 
tough but I never doubted my ability.” 

Lopez, 31, has won medals at the last 
three Olympic Games, with gold in 
Sydney and Athens, then bronze in 
Beijing, and won his fifth world title 
in Copenhagen last month.

WOKING 3 DORCHESTER TOWN 1

IT took Woking 75 minutes to finally wear down a resolute 
Dorchester Town side in Ashley Vickers first game in charge 
as caretaker manager since the sacking of Roy O’Brien. 

The Magpies led by a 24th minute strike from skipper 
Mark Jermyn which was cancelled out by Moses Ademola a 
minute before the interval. Stubborn resistance after the 
break despite pressure from the Cards meant it was not until 
15 minutes from time that the home side got their noses in 
front before sealing the match as Dorchester pushed forward 
looking for an equaliser.

FROM NICHE MARKET 
INHENNESSYGOLD 

ALL the headlines were about "The 
Tank" Denman and his remarkable 
comeback after his heart trouble last 
year to become only the third horse 
in history to land a second Hennessy 
Gold Cup after legends Mandarin and 
Arkle. 

It was a shame therefore that Niche 
Market didn't get the national recog¬ 
nition that his run deserved, just 
holding off the Queen's Barber Shop 
by a short head to claim a superb 
third place. 

"Brilliant, absolutely brilliant," was 
how Bob Buckler described the run. 
"He galloped, jumped and battled all 
the way. It was an amazing run and 
very satisfying for me in that I had got 
him spot on for the race. 

"I knew after his race at Wincanton 
that he was exactly right for the race 
and he showed it. He took them on 
right from the off and made it a gal¬ 
lop. It was a pretty searching one at 
that which found a lot of them out, 
and by the back straight half the field 
of top quality horses had already 
dropped off. 

"Although Denman and Paul 
Nicholls' other horse What A Friend 
got the better of him over the last 
three fence, he battled away and 
stayed on to head off Barber Shop." 

Colin Tizzard's Joe Lively led the 
race with Niche early on but a mis¬ 
take at the seventh fence put paid to 
his chances and he eventually fin¬ 
ished tenth, the last one to complete 
the course. 

With Harry Skelton required to ride 
for Nichols at Newcastle, Buckler had 
Andrew Glassonbury aboard the Irish 
Grand National winner. 

"I've seen him ride a few times and 


thought his style would suit Niche; 
both are bold and fighters, and he 
rode him to perfection." 

It was a day of mixed emotions 
however for owner Graham Regan 
who had to miss the race as he was 
attending his mother's funeral. Mrs 
Regan died on Monday, but was a 
great racing enthusiast and would 
have desperately wanted things to 
continue, so all the family watched 
the race at the wake in a hotel in Ire¬ 
land. 

The prize money of £21,000 lifts 
Buckler to 36th in the trainer's top 
winnings league. 

Just to show the extremes of racing, 
Buckler sent three horses out at 
Folkestone on Monday and they all 
ran disappointing races. Ready or 
Not pulled up two from home, whilst 
Over the Flow and Ballygulleen both 
faded to finish well down. 

"The conditions were atrocious; I 
was amazed that they raced. All three 
have run well in better conditions; it 
was the horrendous ground and 
none of them coped well with it. 
That's racing; one day you're on top 
and the next you're brought down to 
earth!" 

Clyffe Hanger was the only other 
horse to run last week, and he once 
again put in a good performance to 
finish third at Chepstow. 

"We changed the tactics this time. 
Knowing he jumps and stays Harry 
Skelton set off for home to try and 
run it out of the others. He was suc¬ 
ceeding but he made a mistake at the 
third last which lost him three lengths 
in the jump and another four getting 
going again and he was overtaken to 
lose by a neck and 1 % lengths.
